Great Field Assured for Pimlico’s 

Rich Two-Year-Oid Fixture.

Billy Kelly, Cirrus, War Pennant, 
Pen Bose and Milkmaid Among 
the Likely Starters. 



Baltimore. Mil.. November 4. — Tlio Maryland 
Jockey flub will stage one of the greatest two- 
year-obl races of the entire year next Saturday 
when picturesque Pimlico track is cleared for the 
eleventh renewal of the Walden Stakes. The Wal- 
den. a $.1,000 guaranteed race at a mile, for two- 
year-olds of both sexes, has in the last few years 
licet ine the greatest two-year-old pointer to ap- 
proaching three-year-old form. Horsemen have come 
to regard it in the light in which the English 
regard the Dewhurst Plate. The youngster that 
takes up his weight and wins it. as War Cloud 
did last year, is pretty sure to lie considered fav- 
orably in the Kentucky Derby or Preakness of the 
following spring. 

War Cloud was favorite for the last Kentucky 
Derby, and after being beaten in that great race by 
Exterminator, Esooba and Viva America, he cairn 
east to Pimlico and was made favorite for the 
division of the Preakness in which he started. 

Two of the colts that finished at the heels of 
War Cloud in last year’s Walden — Jack Hare Jr. 
and Tlte Ptrrter — have made good reputations as 
Ouee-year-olds. The only reason last year’s race 
did not attract Johren. the hig Spearmint colt of 
the stable of Harry Payne Whitney which has won 
the Belmont, I-awrcnce Kealization, Latonia Derby, 
.suburban Handicap and Saratoga Cup this year, 
was that Johren went lame at lirookdale Farm 
training for It and was put by to insure his stand- 
ing for this year’s racing. 

Of the earlier winners of the Walden. Zeus. Colo- 
nel Vennie and Ten Point afterward made brilliant 
long distance runners. But they won the Walden 
when it was a minor affair, a stake of only $2,000 
value. Since it lias become a $5,000 race horsemen 
have begun to keep their best two-year-olds in 
training beyond the ordinary time for their retire- 
ment to winter quarters for it. 

The only high-class two-year-olds of the current 
yar the Walden is certain not to attract are Dun- 
boyne, Terentia and Elfin Queen, all three of 
which have tieen put by for the year on account 
of tlte development of trouble with their under- 
pinning. James W. McClelland has said that he 
intends to retire Eternal, winner of the John R. 
McLean Memorial Cup at Laurel Park, but horsemen 
have been known to say such things and change 
their minds. 

WILL BE RACE OF STALWARTS. 

But without Dunboyne. Elfin Queen. Terentia anil 
Eternal the coming Walden will lie a race of 
stalwarts. Thau Billy Kelly, Cirrus. War Pennant. 
Be Frank and War Marvel, a greater quintet of 
two-year-olds could not lie found, and all five of 
them will answer the Walden roll call next Sat- 
urday. 

The easterners who saw Billy Kelly and Eternal 
race for the John It. McLean Memorial Cup a week 
back declare that there were two horses in New 
York that could beat either of the contestants, and 
the youngsters they had in mind were War Pennant 
and Cirrus. These easterners had seen War Pennant 
win five straight races at Belmont Park. Aqueduct, 
Jamaica and Yonkers, and Cirrus, after winning four 
straight, run War Pennant to a nose in the Ardsley 
Hundicup at Yonkers. It is a waste of time to 
write of Billy Kelly. Everybody knows what a 

great youngster Commander J. K. L. Ross’ Dick 
Welles gelding is. Be Frank, a strapping son of 
Sir John Johnson and Frankness, proved his worth 
in the Potomac Handicap at Laurel Park on Tues- 
day last when he won in a canter over a mile 
course after lieing practically left at the barrier. 

Other crack youngsters eligible and considered 
probable starters in the Walden include Question- 
naire. Lord Brighton, Purchase, Over There, Ophelia, 
Balnstrade, Uoutledge, Milkmaid, Knot, Alphee, 
Tuscaloosa, Pen Rose, Hannibal and Thunderstorm.

English Champion Defeated in the Jockey Club 
Stakes. 

The Jockey Club Stakes, run for at Newmarket, 
England, tk-tober 3, provided one of those amazing 
episodes for which the turf lias throughout the 
ages lieen famous. Gainsborough, the tliree-year- 
old champion of the year, the hero of the Two 
Thousand Guineas, the War Derby and the War St. 
Leger, appeared to la* set an easier task than any 
of these, and barkers regarded themselves as lucky 
to be able to get on by laying odds of 5«4 to 1 that 
Gainsborough would win. The crack looked magni- 
ficent in the paddock, fresh, big and muscular, aud 
showing little trace of the hard work he has been 
through. He was the first to leave the paddock, 
and was followed by bis two stable companions. 
Prince Chimay (which was sweating) and Queen’s 
Square. Of the others nothing looked better than 
Mont Saint Eloi. Queen’s Square made the run- 
ning, but five-eighths from home Prince Chi- 
may raced to the front with a clear lead, followed 
by Gainsborough. The latter made his effort rising 
out of the Dip and got to the neck of Prince Chi- 
may, hut the latter, after a sustained challenge on 
tlie part of the favorite for fifty yards, drew away 
again and won by a length — a margin which would 
have been increased if the distance had been any 
farther. Time. 3:02%. This was a complete re- 
versal of form, for in the September Stakes (the 
war substitute for the St. Leger) Prince Chimay 
was only third. Gainsborough winning iu a canter 
by three lengths from My Dear, which in turn was 
four lengths in front of M. Cazalet’s colt. The 
distance of both races was the same, and Gnins- 
borough was meeting Prince Chimay on only three 
pounds worse terms. It was a tremendous blow, 
but it is not the first time the same sort of thing 
has hupiM-ned. and it will not be the last. 

GAINSBOROUGH NEVER LOOKED BETTER. 

Gossiping about the race, Mr. Allison, in the 
London Sportsman, writes: 

“I think Gainsborough never looked better, but 
Prince Chimay was distinctly bigger and more 
hearty than on the St. Leger day. There is such 
a thing always as taking the pitcher to the well 
too often, and so it happened that Gainsborough 
could not shake off the challenge of his stable 
companion, and the three-pounds difference of 
weight enabled Prince Chimay to win. It is always 
lamentable to see a great horse beaten, but once 
more Mnntou scooped the pool with the first three. 
The time, 3:02%, is first rate and, though it is a 
novelty indeed to see Gainsborough outside the un- 
saddling iuelosure, lie did not fail even so to come 
in for his full meed of admiration. None but the 
first two made any show in the race, but Mont 
Saint Eloi did not greatly encourage liis Ccsarewitch 
backers, but the class today was perhaps too good 
to try with. 

“People are apt to forget how many of the best 
horses have gone rigiit off after the St. Leger. 
and have even failed to win it. Bend Or 
may lie mentioned in this connection. He was 
in hopelessly bad form in the latter part of the 
season, but came out like a giant refreshed the 
following spring and won the City and Suburban. 

"But there is no time to argue the question now; 
let us get forward to the fifth race, simply stating 
tiiat we certainly did not see Gainsborough at liis 
best today, or the winner would assuredly not have 
started at 20 to 1. Be that as it may. Mr. Caza- 
let is a supporter of the turf, who has borne the 
•lings and arrows of outrageous fortune with pro|ter 
•qoanimity. and he well deserves the good turn 
today has given him. Prince Chimay is a grand- 
son of st. Simon, hat nof of the dominant color 
•>f that line, though liis sire. Chaucer, is certainly 
the I test remaining St. Simon stallion. The color 
comes from Chaucer’s dam and also from the Galli- 
t:ule mare Gallerette. dam of Prince Chimay. It 
seems to be not unlikely that Gainsborough, well 
though he looked toSay, is starting on the coughing 
trouble, which, as it is understood, prevented 
Buchan from running yesterday.” 



RACES FOR CANADIAN HORSES AT BOWIE 

Baltimore, Md„ November 4.— Races for horses 
bred and owned by Canadians will be a feature of 
the Southern Maryland Agricultural Association’s 
iniiiending fall meeting, which will begin on the 
14th of November at Prime George’s Park, Bowie, 
to continue to the end of the month, as they were 
last year, and there will be plenty of good Canadian 
horses here to fill them. A recent arrival from 
Canada at Pimlico with a stable of runners was S. 
Dyinent. The stables of Joseph E. Seagram of 
Waterloo, Ontario, and of Allan Bulcroft and D. 
Ituymond of Montreal, came south in time to take 
part in the abbreviated meeting at Laurel Park 
and both did well. 

PASS ON HORSES FOR BREEDERS’ RACE 

Baltimore. Md. t Xovemlier 4. — Major Straw-bridge, 
Major Channing and F. Ambrose Clark, the com- 
mittee appointed by Colonel Bristol, who is now in 
France, to pass on the qualifications of starters in 
the Pimlico Remount Breeding race to lie run next 
Saturday, have passed oh ten of those named. Col. 
Bristol was much disappointed in not being able 
to lie on hand to witness the running of this race, in 
which he took an active interest. He was ordered 
to Frauce a couple of weeks ago. 



Richest Cross-Country Event of the Year to Be 
Decided at Pimlico Today. 

Baltimore, Md„ November 4. — Seventeen of Du- 
llest steeplechasers in the country are named to 
start in the Manly Memorial Steeplechase, the rich- 
est of all American cross-country events, to lie 
run at Pimlico tomorrow. The Manly is a handicap 
for jumpers four years and over and has $10,000 
added, of which the second horse receives $2,0(M». the 
third $1 .000 and the fourth $500. The winner’s 
share will, in the event of all seventeen starting, 
be close to $9,000. In addition to the monetary 
value, a gold cup presented by Mrs. William M. 
Manly and C. Hughes Manly, widow and son of the 
late William M. Manly, president of the Maryland 
Jockey Club, in whose memory the stake was es- 
tablished. goes to the winner. The cup becomes the 
property of the owner winning it twice, not nec- 
essarily consecutively. Last year Capt. J. E. 
Davis’ Brooks won the Manly and if he should 
igain win it tomorrow, the cup would become the 
property of the popular army captain who is serving 
Uncle Sum in the Remount Division. 

Tin- interest and growing importance in the fasci- 
nating sport. of steeplechasing is strikingly illus- 
trated in the big and high-class field named to 
contest the Manly tomorrow. Time was, even when 
racing was at the height of its glory, that a field 
of five or six was considered a large one in a jump- 
ing event. And for tomorrow’s race seventeen are 
carded to start. 

The Brook, the foremost jumper of the present 
year, is the toil weight of the probable starters, 
that crack fencer being asked to carry the crusher 
of 185 pounds. Despite liis heavy imiiost he is 
certain to go to the post the favorite, many good 
judges of horses through the field declaring him to 
be the best junqier seen in this country in a number 
of years. However, Brooks, the winner of the 
Manly last year, will not be overlooked, especially 
ns he lias a good pull in the weights over The 
Brook. Brooks will have to carry 150 pounds, eleven 
more than lie did when lie won the race lust year. 
Other formidable contenders include Trumpator. 
Bet, Ilibler. Pebeto and New Haven. Still again, 
tile winner may come from among the least consid- 
ered ones, as any of the mishaps, such as falling, 
losing riders, etc., usually attending the running of 
contests through the field, may eliminate the fa- 
vorites as well ns the outsiders. 

Surely the Manly tomorrow should prove a won- 
derful sight and a grand contest, one which will 
bring devotees of that fascinating branch of the 
sport to Pimlico in large numbers. 



LAT0NIA OUTLOOK IS ENCOURAGING 

Arrangements Being Completed for Opening of Meet- 
ing Soon After Rescinding of Health Regulations. 

Cincinnati. O., November 4. — General Manager 
John Haclimeister of the Latonia Jockey Club de- 
clared today that the situation regarding the so 
long deferred oiiening of the Latonia meeting was 
more encouraging than at any time since the meet- 
ing was post|H>ned over four weeks ago. He was so 
much encouraged by the outlook that lie assured 
the horsemen their patience would soon lie re- 
warded and that the meeting would no doubt get 
under way not later than Saturday. Those officials 
in touch with the situation share Mr. llaelimeister’s 
optimism as indicated by the fact that Racing Sec- 
tary Campbell today posted notices that horsemen 
should call at liis office at once to complete the 
registration of their horses and secure their badges. 

Details for tlie o|aning day’s program will Ik- so 
arranged that the meeting can lx- inaugurated 
if deemed advisable the day following tin- lifting of 
the ban. which it is ccnfidently oxjK-eted will be 
done by tlie Kentucky State Health Beard at its 
meeting in Louisville on Wednesday. Ia order 
to insure a prompt opening after the rescinding of 
the health regulations horsemen have been requested 
to keep ill daily touch with the racing secretary’s 
office. 

Employes of tiie pari-mutuel department who are 
at present in other cities are expected to Is- at 
Latonia Thursday morning or sooner, so that Man- 
ager Haclimeister may assign them to their various 
departments and ascertain what persons are avail- 
able for service during the meeting. 



FOAL REGISTRATION SAME AS 1917 

New York. November 4. — Speaking of the foal 
registrations of 1918, W. H. Rowe, who has charge 
of that department of the Jockey Club, said that 
the number is approximately the same as that in 
1917. “Last year.” said Mr. Rowe, “there were 
1.940 foals reigstered. and up to this date there 
are 1,815 reported, with farms in the outlying dis- 
tricts to be heard from. This indicates that the 
results at the breeding farms will be about tlie 
same as last year.” 

There will lie many more turfmen going to Cuba 
next winter than heretofore, judging from the ex- 
pressions of those who usually attend winter rac- 
ing, also many more horses. 

A canvass of New York turfmen shows about an 
equally divided number between Cuba and New 
Orleans.

Baltimore, Md., October 4. — Withdrawals were 
numerous at I’imlieo this afternoon, but in no wise 
affected the day’s sport. The Mt. Washington 
Steeplechase at two and a half miles and the 
Wicomico Handicap at a mile and a sixteenth were 
the principal attractions. Tlie former furnished an 
interesting contest. Traditioner, carrying the colors 
of Mrs. F. S. Von Stade. coming from behind and 
lieu ting Captain Ral I’arr’s Le Marsonin a length 
and a half. Syosset was figured as the one to beat, 
but tlie old (Jroentree Stable jumper tired as if 
short after moving into third plat-e the last time 
a rou ml. 

In the Wicomico Handicap the old Belmont star. 
Stromboli. now racing in the colors of S. C. Hil- 
dreth. after racing under restraint to the stretch 
moved up witli his old time speed, disjioseil of 
Minto II. and Koh-I-Noor and then easily held 
Manister Toi safe at the end. 

Cirrus was another winner from the Hildretli 
Stable, the Tracery colt easily accounting for the 
Hotel Kernan Pursp. 

A nose finish featured the opener when G round - 
Swell got up in the last stride to beat St. Quentin 
after a terrific stretch drive. 

Crowding on the first turn in the second race 
practically eliminated the favorite. Whippoorwill, 
which finished third after a sensational race. Tin- 
winner turned up in Donilu, with a head advantage 
over Mose. 

Tlie Quincy Stable’s Star Spangled scored a run- 
away victory iu the New Howard I'urse, while the 
most closely contested race of the afternoon came 
with the running of the one mile and an eighth 
race, run as the fifth. Game Cock won by a half 
length over Valais, which was but a neck in ad- 
vance of Snapdragon II., with Buckboard close by. 

Jockey Ensor was fined $25 by the stewards for 
being late in reporting at the scales on Saturday. 

SQUARE DEALER BREAKS DOWN.

Milton, was operated upon at the John Hopkins 
Hospital this morning for appendicitis and is re- 
IHirted to lie doing nicely. 

Cneed, a two-year-old iu tlie stable of Robert 
Boyle, ran away this morning and, colliding with 
Joe McCartney, who is employed as a plater, broke 
the latter’s leg. 

Cudgel is said to have developed an osslet, but 
an effort will lie made to get him ready for the 
Bowie stakes. At the conclusion of tlie Pimlico 
meeting it is said that tin- horse will Ik- fired.

Was a Distinguished Soldier as Well as a Suc- 
cessful and Respected Turfman. 

England lost one of her most distinguished and 
popular turfmen when Lord Falmouth died at Ills 
home, Mereworth Castle, October 1. Concerning him 
London S|H>rtsmnn said; 

“The tnrf has sustained a heavy loss by the death 
of Lird Falmouth, which occurred somewhat un- 
pectedly at last, for though he had been in failing 
health for some time past his condition was on 
Saturday thought to have improved considerably. 
There can be no doubt that the death of his two 
sons in action fell heavily on him, and conduced 
materially to the collapse in his health. One of 
the most respected members of the Jockey Club, he 
passed the chair as steward, and although he did 
not race on the same lavish scale as his father, 
he was, like him. a sportsman of the highest order, 
and the popularity of the “magpie” jacket was 
sustained to the end. He carried on the breeding 
stud at Mereworth Castle, and though his successes 
did not compare with those of his predecessor with 
John Scott and Matthew Dawson, he had the satis- 
faction of winning the One Thousand Guineas with 
Quintessence, an unbeaten filly that was trained by 
Chandler, and from her sprang Clarissimus, which 
won the Two Thousand Guineas, trained by Waugh 
at Kingsclere. The colt did not run for the Derby 
and met more than his match in Hurry On in the 
September Stakes. Of other horses bred by Lird 
Falmouth, Amailis was probably the best anil would 
no doubt have been in the top class had be been 
of greater size, but he was only a small horse, 
although a great stayer. He is one of the few sires 
ever owned by the later owner of Mereworth and 
stands at Leader’s Stud Farm, Newmarket, while 
Clarissimus Is located at the Welbeck Stud. 

He succeeded to the title of Seventh Viscount 
when he had just turned forty years of age, having 
been bom on July 24, 1848. . On leaving Eton in 
1866 he passed direct Into the Coldstreams and was 
in the regiment thirty -two -years. During that time 
he earned distinction at Tel-el-Kebir in 1882, and 
lie was later in command of the Camel Corps at 
Metammeh and received mention in despatches for 
conspicuous bravery at Abu Klea and Abu Kru. He 
retired from the army with the rank of major- 
general. He inherited the taste for racing shown 
by his father, though at the time of the latter’s 
death in 1889 he had no racing colors registered.

the thoroughbred and war 

Capt. James M. Brown, attached to the Royal 
Field Artillery in France, writes ns follows to the 
Lnidon Sportsman about the thoroughbred auil his 
conduct in the great war: 

“After being veterinary officer for over three 
years in France anil attached to the field artillery 
tlie whole period, I can affirm that there is not one 
|>er cent of trotting-breil lialf-breils in any unit 
of the Royal Field Artillery, and I think I may 
safely affirm the same as regards the French and 
Italian artilleries. Certainly a large proportion of 
• lie Ryitisli Field Artillery horses are American or 
Argentine-bred,, but I should say the large majority 
11 re Pereheron crosses. The Freucli artillery are 
largely Pereheron, Itouluuais or Bretou or crosses 
of these breeds. I understand the Belgian artil- 
lery are now similarly horsed to the British. The 
cavalry t French or British, arc horsed with thor- 
oughbred crosses or balf-breds, and often three- 
quarter-breds. I can vouch for the fact that the 
better bred the uuiinnl the better he is under shell 
fire. A well bred animal esn be trained to stand 
any amount of shell fire, and surpasses in courage 
anil stamina any other breed. I think one would 
be hard put to it to find a single American trotter 
that is Used as a recognized officer’s charger by 
any general, brigade of artillery or battery com- 
mander. On the otiier hand I will without diffi- 
culty find plenty of thoroughbred* or so near thor- 
oughbred that one would have great difficulty 
to tell the difference used by officers of the above 
runks as chargers.” 



Difficulties Against Correct Registrations Are Many 
and Some Conrses Short. 

I see it is contended in the columns of ■ iupiii 
porary that on times made over one and one- 
half miles Prince Uhimay was likely to beat 
Gainsborough the other day, but to ad van ■» such 
a contention with a show of reason it would lie 
necessary to demonstrate that there is a fair pre- 
sumption of such times being accurate enough to 
bet on, writes Special Commission in tlie London 
Sportsman. No such presumption exists or can exist 
in the circumstances. The Epsom Derby can be 
timed to a nicety, but not the Derby at Newmarket. 
A fertile source of error in discussions about fast 
times is provided by Ascot, where the various al- 
terations of the paddock and course have materially 
cut down distances, even if they were correctly 
measured before the alterations took place. Thus, 
English two mile records have all been made over 
the reputed two miles at Ascot by Pradelln, Merry 
Andrew. Turbine and Shogun. It is a moral cer- 
tainty that no horse ever galloped two miles in 
3:19% as Pradella is supposed to have done. The 
race was correctly timed and the time provs tlie 
distance to be short of two miles. Three minutes 
thirty seconds is good time for two miles, and the 
Melbourne Cup record for the distance is 3:26. That 
race is a handicap which has been run every year 
by large fields since 1.861, and on no fewer thin 
thirty-five occasions the time of the winner 'n 
exceeded 3:30. In fact 3:30 was never beaten in:: I 
Sheet Anchor won the Cup in 1885 in 3:29. Tin- 
time test makes it as certain that the Ascot re- 
puted distances are too short as it did that the 
Goodwood distances were too long. If further proof 
were wanting it would be furnished by the ' r t 
that since the alterations of tlie Ascot Cup ccur • 
English two and one-lialf miles records have t~ > 
made over the reputed distance at Ascot. In point 
of fact Ascot distances have always been a law 
unto themselves. The Alexandra Plate used to be 
called a three mile course; it is now two miles and 
three-quarters, but it differs only in tlie changes 
that have been made by cutting off inside turns. 
It Is a great pity that these things should lx so. 
and even when a course is really mea sored it 
only makes confusion worse confounded by drawing 
the chain around the middle of it instead of with- 
in three or four feet of the rails. That is to say, 
when the course is a round one. All tlie newer 
round courses have been wrongly measured in this 
singularly foolish manner, foolish because jockeys 
always get as near the rails as they can, and the 
measurement round the eenter makes the distance 
much longer than that actually covered. 

SOME ENGLISH “SHORT” COURSES. 

A friend of mine is impressed with the idea that 
Not Much will win the Cambridgeshire because he 
made the unusually good time of 1:51% over the 
Cambridgeshire course when he won the Culford 
Handicap last month with 118 pounds in the saii ile. 
He has six pounds less in the Cumhridges’aire. 
Hackler’s Pride’s time when carrying 122 pounds 
as a four-year-old was 1:52%, and Polymelia-. of 
the same age and at the same weight took the 
same time when he won. These were at the time 
records for the Cambridgeshire course. There is 
much worth thinking about in this argument. th< ntrh 
the accuracy of time in England should not he 
implicitly relied on. especially when it is difficult 
to catch the moment of starting, as on some c.sirses 
at Newmarket. As nil American writer says. 
“Timing in England is not official. Such tiiuiu;- 
as is done is privately conducted. Whether it is 
accurately done, us with us, is a matter of guess- 
work.” Then again distances in England are fur 
from accurately stated on many of the old conrses. 
and it will be remembered that I was the means of 
getting this proved in regard to the Goodwood Cup 
and stake courses. The Lingfield mile is a short 
one to my certain knowledge — if it be a mile 
from Caiman’s time I should conclude it is not — 
and as for timing a mile and a half on the July 
side at Newmarket, that is guesswork Indeed, for 
the start is practically out of sight and w<- have t •> 
depend on the man with the flag on t ■ Pitch 
who is supposed to see when they are off 'ili.'o- 
fifths of a second is usually added to t.io 
as taken to make up on the average for to ■ in. u’s 
possible slowness. However, the Cambi i it 'shire 
course is nothing like so difficult to deal v and 
as those who take time are careful and two or tiire< 
watches are generally compared, we may s- 
that the times recorded are fairly correct . , t 

therefore follows, through the time test. Hint Not 
Much lias obviously a good chance this year, having 
won over the course as a three-year-old and with 
118 pounds in one and two-fifths seconds s sorter 
time than Hackler’s Pride and I’olymelns took 
as four -year -olds with 122 pounds when they won 
their respective Cambridgesliires and established 
records. The ]ierformance l*f Not Much compures 
favorably with these, more especially as lie had the 
worst of it in respect of weights, according to the 
age scale. It is not wise to neglect facts like 
these, though I should take no notice of arguments 
based on times made over the longer Newmarket 
courses, for the accuracy of such times is always 
open to serious question.

EARLY BUFFALO MURDER 

Countless Thousands Sacrificed for the Poorest 
Leather Ever Marketed. 

Everybody lias heard about the buffalo and how 
numerous they were on the plains years ago, but 
today there are not many men left who know from 
]M'rs<>nal observation how these ungainly wild cattle I 
lived. 

Fifty years ago they migrated witli the seasons 
up and down the country from Alberta to Mexico, 
west of the Missouri Itiver almost to the Pacific 
coast, their principal range, however, being just 
oast of tlie Rooky Mountains and eastward to 
about middle Nebraska. Once they ranged clear 
to New' York State at least, but that was before 
the white man came. 

Sixty years ago they ranged the plains in count- 
less thousands and practically ceased to exist in 
1885, except in Yellowstone Park and one or two 
other isolated spots where a few head still survive, 
ns is the case on the Flathead River, where som 
of the Allard herd got away and into the mountains 
while en routs to Canada several years ago. In the 
old days the herds drifted north in the spring and 
smith in the fall, following the feed, which grew 
with the seasons. 

AH the plains Indians depended on the buffalo 
for meat, clothes, teepee coverings and about all 
else that they needed for every day life. Plenty of 
buffalo in tlie country meant happiness and plenty 
iu tlie Indian camps, yhile lack of buffalo in the 
country meant starvation for tlie Indian except 
for wiiat little meat lie could get by hunting deer, 
elk and other such animals. Antelope usually mi- 
grated about the same time and along with the 
buffalo herds, so the Indian could not usually get 
antelope when lie couldn’t pet buffalo. 

One day the plains would he black with feediff 
thousands of the big humpbacked animals, the next 
day they might all begin to move south and they 
would then flow by a given (stint in a steady, liv- 
ing river of huge cattle; the next day it might be 
impossible to find a single animal within a day’s 
ride. They came and went, drifting over the land 
as tlie feed and water conditions dictated. In 
summer they lived on the high grassy plains of 
Montana, Saskatchewan, Alberta and tlie north, 
thousands and thousands of them. In the winter 
they drifted to the panhandle of Texas, Mexico and 
the arid southwest. 

BUFFALO LEATHER WAS BAD. 

Nowhere in the world has -there ever existed, 
so far us man’s knowledge runs, such an immense 
herd of magnificent food animals— yet we, as a 
nation, threw away this supply of beef by killing 
tiie herds for their skins. Think of it! And buf- 
falo leather was about the poorest excuse for leather 
that ever was known, as it was porous as a sponge, 
though it would wear, if rightly tanned, like alli- 
gator hide. 

Tlie buffalo was a methodical animal if left un- 
disturbed. Slow moving, stupid in a way, he asked 
nothing of life except that he be given plenty of 
grass, water and sunshine. Given these he would 
feed, then work his slow way by the easiest grade 
to the nearest water (and anything wet was water 
to a buffalo), drink, rest, feed, drink and rest in 
never ending cycles from tlie day he was born to 
the day some Indian gathered him in and dried his 
flesh in tlie sun to eat when winter came. 

Indians killed buffalo by the thousands at a 
time by running them over cliffs (called "piskun” 
by the Blaekfeet), but they never wasted any meat 
or hides. These big killings by the Indians were 
simply harvests of meat and skins which they took 
when they could from migrating herds and cured 
to last until such time as tile herds should drift 
back— but the Indian never wasted or killed need- 
lessly. 

The feeding habits of buffalo resulted in their 
moving over the same ground many times, there- 
fore they made deep trails from water to feeding 
grounds, and these trails were always in the shape of 
a branching tree with the roots to water and the 
tops or “limbs" stretching out on the ridges and 
feeding grounds. 

By instinct the big animals followed a low, easy 
grade from the highest point of the feeding grounds 
to water, and this grade was always maintained, 
so buffalo trails always looked as though they 
had been laid out by a civil engineer— there was 
never any abrupt rise or fall in any trail and they 
were always good roads to follow. Indeed the 
Union Pacific Railroad is practically "built on 
top of a buffalo trail” from Omaha to Ogden 
and somewhat beyond. 

Wolves always hung about tlie herds ready to 
puli down sick or disabled animals. A wounded 

buffalo always went to water to die if lie could. 
mi every water hole was surrounded witli bleached 
lames. They perished by thousands sometimes iu 
crossing high or icy streams, but they came and 
went like the tides until the white man came and 
killed them needlessly as he does everything. — 
Our Dumb Animals.

MODERN QUAIL SHOOTING ANGLES 

Tlie Bob White quail gives good shooting under 
many conditions, some of them so easy that many 
sportsmen consider this bird the least difficult of 
all game birds to bag, while others are difficult 
enough to call forth the best skill of the expert 
shot. Tlie beginner can kill some quail and the 
veteran shot will find that he cannot secure all 
birds shot at. 

The marked characteristics of quail are that the 
birds He best to the dog and rise nearer to the 
gun than other birds of the uplands. Quail are 
found in both the open and in heavy cover. In an 
open, level ragweed field, where tlie weeds are 
knee high, quail sail away on an even keel as 
straight as an arrow and the average shot can 
often get in a good right and left barrel. When 
flushed in heavy cover the flight of the quail 
is beyond tlie foresight of the shooter, and he will 
swerve so quiekly as to escape a charge of shot 
sent directly at him. 

Due of the difficulties of quail shooting lies in 
the fact that he rises near the gun. If a bird rises 
within ten feet of the gun and continues sailing 
around the shooter’s head at a mile a minute clip 
the chances are that he could not be killed in ten 
shots because tlie bird and the gun change angles 
with lightning-like rapidity which is beyond the 
ability of the most expert and quickest shot to 
calculate. 

Tlie nature of the quail’s flight often makes a 
long swing unavoidable. Perhaps tlie bird may 
rise to the north, pass to the west, and be killed 
in the south. If it had been possible to foresee that 
the bird would swing about to the south before being 
killed tlie gun might have been pointed there, 
but in the meantime the quail would probably have 
gone in some other direction. Shooting quail calls 
for care and skill in cover shooting and the only 
safe rule is to point your gun as near the bird 
as you can when he breaks and shoot as quickly as 
you can get on. 

The chief tiling that should be remembered is 
that any bird flying away from tlie gun, be- 
neath the line of aim. demands high holding whether 
or not the mark is rising. If tlie target is above 
the level of the eye lower holding may be some- 
times necessary even when the bird is gradually 
rising. 

If a bird rises near tlie gun and tlie aim is taken 
direct, the muzzle is pointed toward the ground. 
Now tlie bird may fly away nearly along tlie 
ground, us pigeons often do. and yet tlie line of 
aim must rise steadily until the guu is nearly in a 
horizontal position.— All Outdoors. 



SNIPE SHOOTING SEASON OPENS 

The season for Wilson or jack snipe is open in 
New England anil middle states and November 1 
begins, under the Federal regulations, in practically 
all the southern states. 

Tiie stool or decoys used in snipe shooting de- 
pend mainly upon the kind of snipe you expect to 
shoot; for meadow shooting yellow leg stool are 
the best, while ou the beach any kind can be used. 

You have doubtless read or heard of gunuers 
using skiminock shells in place of stool; they are 
perhaps better than no stool at all, but do not mis- 
lead yourself with the belief that they are as 
good us well formed tiu or wooden stool. 

There are many excellent reasons why stool 
should be placed to leeward of the blind. Snipe as 
a rule always fly against the wind, and when 
coming to stool always come in from leeward. 

If your decoys are to windward of your blind 
you will have to be craning your neck around to 
watch the birds, while with stool to leeward every 
snipe will be in plain sight. 

In setting out decoys always stick them up in 
water if possible; stool in tlie water will show up 
much better than those on land. Do not make the 
mistake of putting the stool in one little bunch; 
spread them out well, and if twenty-five or thirty 
stool are used you will be surprised at the show- 
ing they will make. 

There is another little trick in setting out stool 
that oftimes gives the gunner a better shot. Put 
the stool well to the right of the blind; then, after 
you have shot your first barrel into a flock the 
rest of the birds will be to the right of you,' which 
is much handier than turning to tlie left for the 
next shot. 

A gun will get wet and rusty, no matter how 
much care is taken of It; sand will get on the 
bolts, and if a hammer gun between the hammers 
and the looks. i M t he holes for the plungers, aud in 
every conceivable place in which a grain of sand 
can lodge. A hammerless gun is the best form 
of .gun to use; there are not many places for sand 
and rust to lodge.
